Liza VandeLaar knows her 
family is fortunate—every time 
she acknowledges that, she tears 
up, then promises she's done 
with crying over what might have 
been. For a minute or two, at 
least. 

"We're together, the family's 
intact, and we're fine. Whatwe've 
lost is just 'stuff,'" she says. 

But some of the 'stuff' 
destroyed by a fire in their home 
in the early hours of Saturday 
morning included wedding 
rings, family photographs, and 
all the mementos that docu¬ 
mented the lives of their four 
children, Tanner, now 19, Bailey, 
17 and two 15-year-olds, 
Kennedy and Landon. 

Landon, who has autism, has 
trouble verbalizing what he’s 
thinking, is having an especially 
difficult time coping, says Liza. 

It’s been a rough year for the 
family. Tim’s father, Bill, passed 
away in January. 

A beloved family dog—they’d 
had him for 21 years—passed 
away a week ago. 

And now they have lost every¬ 
thing—nothing in the house, 
which they were renting, is sal¬ 
vageable.

Butthankfully, the smoke 
detectors did their work. 

When the alarms began 
blasting just after 4 a.m. 
Saturday, Liza says it took a 
moment to understand 
what they were hearing. 

"We’re not familiar with 
the sound of the alarm in 
the middle of the night." 

Tim heard the alarms, 
opened their bedroom door, 
went downstairs to investi¬ 
gate, saw the smoke and 
yelled “fire,” and the family 
headed outside together, 
the girls and Liza racing 
downstairs from the upstairs 
bedrooms, the boys coming 
up from the basement of 
the Confederation Dr. 

They had on only pyja¬ 
mas, no shoes or coats, and 
Liza says she really wanted 
to go back inside to collect 
her purse and some jackets, 
but didn't. 

The firefighters, many of 


whom Tim and Liza knew 
well, arrived quickly—a 
neighbour behind the house 
had seen the fire, which is 
believed to have started on 
the back deck, and called 
911 even before they heard 
the smoke alarms. 

"We were both bom and 
raised here—we’re both 
Trojans (Niagara District 
Secondary School grads) so 
we knew a lot of the fire¬ 
fighters. So many were 
friends. They were wonder¬ 
ful, really amazing. Our 
neighbours were amazing 

People offered them cof¬ 
fee, food, took them into 
their homes, and then 
helped drive them to Tim’s 
mother’s house. 

On Monday, the clothes 
they were wearing were 
from Newark Neighbours, 
the food bank in town that 
also sells used clothing, 
where Margo Van de Laar, 
Tim’s mother, has volun¬ 
teered for years. The orga¬ 


nization is occasionally 
called upon to help out 
when people have lost their 
homes to fire. 

Friends of the VandeLaar 
teens had also been stop¬ 
ping by to drop off clothes 
for the kids, said Liza. 

People were coming by 
with toothbrushes and 
other toiletries, a hair dryer, 
food, and even money. 


"We’re so blessed, living 
in this community.” 

The family has insur¬ 
ance—the house they lived 
in before moving to 
Confederation Dr. in 
Garrison Village had a 
kitchen fire—”so we learned 
then the value of renters' 
insurance,” said Liza. 

But insurance won’t 
cover everything they will 


need to start over again, 
says Tim, never mind the 
items that can never be 
replaced. 

At least the 1980 
Chevrolet El Camino parked 
in the driveway that meant 
a lot to the family—it had 
been passed down to Tanner 
from his grandfather Bill— 
was saved, said Liza, thanks 
to the firefighters. 

After the difficult year 
they've had, Liza says she 
has learned how helpful it 
can be to live in a small, 
caring community when 
things go wrong. 

The family is temporarily 
staying with Margo, but Liza 
says a realtor friend is look¬ 
ing for another home for 
them to rent. Leaving NOTL, 
she says, "is not an option.” 

Since they found them¬ 
selves out on the street early 
Saturday morning, “we’ve 
seen nothing but generosi¬ 
ty, loving and kindness.” 

Liza’s friend Sharon 
Burns, one of the firefight¬ 


ers who helped battle the 
blaze Saturday, is collecting 
any clothes or other items 
donated to the VandeLaars 
at her home at 1079 East 
and West Line—just leave 
items on the porch, she 

And with the expenses 
the VandeLaars are facing, 
and Liza out of work—she 
had been running a day 
care from her home, and 
has looked after Burns’s 
children for almost a 
decade—Burns has opened 
a trust account at the 
Meridian Credit Union. 

Anyone who wants to 
donate need only ask for 
the VandeLaar Family Trust 
Account. The number is 
5902358. 

Damage to the house is 
estimated at more than 
$500,000. The Ontario Fire 
Marshal will investigate the 
cause, but NOTL Fire Chief 
Alex Burbidge says he 
doesn’t consider it to be 
suspicious.

In the year since buses 
began rolling through 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, the 
partnership between the 
town and the private compa¬ 
ny running the bus system 
has become a model of inter¬ 
est to other small Niagara 
municipalities. 

“We’ve proved public 
transit doesn’t have to lose 
half a million dollars a year,” 
says David Mole, president of 
Niagara Classic Transport, 
the company that partners 
with the town to provide 
Niagara-on-the-Lake Transit 

After a year, almost at the 
breaking even point, the part¬ 
nership is being looked at by 
other Niagara municipalities, 
he said. 


celebrates year of successful growth 


"They’re realizing we 
don’t have to think of transit 
as a red-ticket item any 

Although public transit is 
generally considered as a rev¬ 
enue-draining service, “ it 
doesn’t need to be that way.” 

Smart planning, using 
smaller, efficient buses and a 
good public/private partner¬ 
ship doesn't have to be 
expensive, he said. 

And NOTL, the oldest 
town in the region, is show¬ 
ing itself to be the most inno¬ 
vative, especially when it 
comes to transit. 

Mole has had several 
“reflective” meetings leading 
up to the one-year anniver¬ 
sary of launching public tran¬ 
sit in NOTL, with his brother 
Matthew, manager Crispin 
Bottomley, and town officials, 


Mike Galloway. 

By all accounts, he says, 
"all were positive.” 

Mard Weston, the Town’s 
traffic engineering technolo¬ 
gist who tracks ridership, says 
tiie numbers for the first year 
are about one/third what was 
projected, but that was based 


on a town less affluent than 
NOTL, with fewer cars and 
more of a reliance on public 
transportation. The good 
news is that the numbers 
continue to grow steadily, she 
says, with about 30 people 
using the service daily, up 
from about 13 users in the 
early days. 

Most surprising about the 
service, since the concept 
was originally promoted by 
local seniors, Mole says, is the 
number of Niagara College 
students using it to get to 
Niagara College, the hub for 
the route that travels from the 
Old Town through Virgil and 
turns around at the Glendale 
Campus. 

They're not only using the 
service, they’re helping to 
promote it, says Mole. 

“Our focus on seniors 
hasn’t changed. Our seniors 
ridership is growing. But stu¬ 
dents were quick to under¬ 
stand the system and how it 
works. I never realized there 
were so many students in 
NOTL going to Niagara 
College.” 

Some are international 
students taking classes in 


tourism and hospitality, and 
the bus route has made it 
possible for them to find 
accomodation in NOTL, 
where they can "live and 
breathe tourism," says Mole. 

“They can live in town, 
work in town, and go to 
school in town—to Niagara 
College—all because of that 
one factor, the buses traveling 
along (Regional Road) 55. 
They’re getting better access 
to NOTL and the tourism 
industry they’re studying.” 

The number of seniors 
using the system is also 
climbing steadily, he said, 
especially to access the 
Niagara Medical Clinic in 
Virgil and the pharmacy, but 
they have the added chal¬ 
lenge of getting to bus stops. 

“Students are willing to 
walk a few blocks to get to a 
stop. Seniors may not be as 
mobile and able to do that” 

As the service enters its 
second year, there are no 
plans to change or expand 
the number of buses or 
routes, he says. 

However, his company is 
looking at launching an eve¬ 
ning service to kick in after

the public transit shuttles 
stop running at 6:45 p.m. 

Public transit is doing a 
great job from early morning 
until then, “but our drivers 
are inundated by people who 
want to go to Virgil later in the 
day but want to know how 
they’re going to get back.” 

He has spoken to several 
business owners who would 
like residents and visitors to 
be able to get around town 
safely in the evening, without 
driving. 

“I know myself I’ve been 


to the Angel and had a few 
drinks, and that’s OK for me, I 
own a transit company. But 
we know there are still people 
who drink and drive.” 

He is working on a simple, 
safe, hop-on-hop-off service 
for a fixed rate, that would 
operate from 5 p.m. until 3 
a.m., sponsored by local busi¬ 
nesses, which he hopes to 
launch in May. 

Businesses would take out 
a monthly membership to be 
included and ensure the ser¬ 
vice Is sustainable, he said.

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Craitor, Burroughs praise Kormos for putting people first

Former MPP 
from Welland 
died at home 
Saturday

Fiery and off the cuff, 
his were the speeches that 
could rivet Kim Craitor. 

The Liberal MPP repre¬ 
senting Niagara Falls, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
Fort Erie couldn’t help but 
admire the passionate but 
never personal oratory of 
former Welland MPP Peter 
Kormos. 

“When he got up to 
speak, I listened to every¬ 
thing,” he said of their time 
serving together in the 
Ontario legislature. 

“I loved listening to him 
speak. I always wish I had 
that talent.” 

Kormos, 60, was found 
dead in his Welland home 
Saturday. 


The former lawyer sat 
on Niagara Regional 
Council, a position he 
sought after more than two 
decades as a provincial 
member of parliament. 

Craitor said he admired 
the way Kormos, often 
referred to as a maverick, 
put people over party and 
spoke his mind without 
relying on written notes. 

“I have never, in all the 
years I've been in politics, 
met anyone who could 
speak without any notes," 
Craitor said. 

“Peter speaks from the 
heart. It isn’t planned.” 

For regional Chair Gary 
Burroughs, his first run-in 
with Kormos came in 1992 
when Burroughs' hotel, 
the Oban Inn, was ravaged 
by a fire. He said when the 
inn was rebuilt he was able 
to hire back all but a few 
staff, with a couple of peo¬ 
ple from Welland left out. 

Sure enough, when he 
reopened the Oban, 
Kormos was marching out 


“It was just so Peter,” 
Burroughs said. 

Though Kormos ruffled 
feathers on regional coun¬ 
cil, “he often told me he 
never would offend any¬ 
one,” Burroughs said. 

“It was never personal. 
And I admired that in 

“I was looking forward 
to (his council term). 
Unlike some who thought 
he was going to be a chal¬ 
lenge, to me he had that 
social conscience and that 
determination.”

Bus system growing on residents 


A year ago, Niagara-on-the-Lake s 
brand new bus service rolled through 
town for the first time, connecting riders 
from the Old Town to Virgil and Niagara 
College's Glendale campus. 

Projected numbers for the first year 
were overly optimistic, modeled on a 
town of similar size but less affluent, 
where people of all ages were less likely 
to have a car and more likely to require 
public transportation. Our ridership has 
reached about one/third of the 26,000 
thousand people expected to use over 
the course of a year, based on a six-day 

But the good news is that ridership 
has increased steadily, growing from an 
average of 13 people using the system 
each day to about 30 people a day. 

The surprise to all is that it’s not pre¬ 
dominantly seniors who are using the 
system, it’s many more students than 
were expected. 

Who knew how many Niagara College 
students would choose to find rooms to 
rent in Niagara-on-the-Lake once they 
realized they had transportation to their 


campus? 

The weak link in our transit system, 
says Marci Weston, the town’s traffic 
engineering technologist who tracks rid¬ 
ership, is its lack of connectivity. 

Some days she gets as many as 20 
phone calls about the bus service, mostly 
from people who are trying to figure out 
how to get to another municipality, usu¬ 
ally St. Catharines and the Pen Centre, 
from the Glendale campus. 

The phone calls indicate a continuing 
interest from people who would like to 
use the transit system, but until she can 
tell them how to catch a bus from NOTL 
to St. Catharines, they’re staying home or 
relying on friends and family for rides. 

The outlet mall on Glendale now 
under construction will have a transpor¬ 
tation hub, we’re told, and that might 
solve the connection issue and increase 
NOTL Transit ridership. 

Until then, we have what we have, 
which is considerably more than what we 
had a year ago. 

Congratulations to all who got the sys¬ 
tem this far.

On Thursday, April 11 
from 6 to 9 p.m. the Town 
is hosting a meeting to 
inform Niagara-on-the- 
Lake property owners 
about the new wetland 
mapping that was done by 
the Ontario Ministry of 
Natural Resources. 


The question and 
answer session will begin 
promptly at 6 p.m. and a 
one-on-one discussion 
session is to be held fol¬ 
lowing that. 

The notice about the 
meeting, together with a 
map identifying the newly 
identified wetlands, was 
published in the Niagara 
Advance last week on page 
8. The notice also directed 
readers to the Town’s web¬ 
site for preliminary ques¬ 
tions and answers about 
wetlands. In my opinion 
more clarification is need¬ 
ed for some questions. 

It is important to realize 
that there are multiple lev- 

that govern wetlands and 
their adjacent areas. The 
Ontario Provincial Policy, 


the Provincial Greenbelt 
Policy, the Regional 
Amendment Policy #187, 
the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority 
policies and the Town's 
policies all impact wet¬ 
lands. 

The provincial policies 
are the senior policies and 
lower tier government pol¬ 
icies “shall have regard’ for 
those senior policy 
requirements. That is why 
representatives from all 
the levels of government 
and the NPCA will be in 
attendance at the meeting. 

This meeting is an 
extremely rare opportunity 
and as chairman of the 
NOTL Agricultural 
Committee I urge property 
owners to attend this 
meeting to find out why 


their former woodlots 
have now been identified 
as wetlands and to sign up 
for a copy of the evalua¬ 
tion done on their woodlot 
area. 

The NOTL Agricultural 
Advisory Committee 
requested the Town to 
hold the meeting to let 
property owners know and 
understand the signifi¬ 
cance of this change and I 
seriously doubt that 
another meeting like this 
will take place. 

That is why I would also 
urge other property own¬ 
ers who may have wood- 
lots or wooded areas on 
their property to attend 
this meeting so that in the 
future they will under¬ 
stand how and why their 
woodands became wet¬ 


lands. I doubt that another 
public meeting will ever 
be held to inform property 
owners about this change. 

According to the Town 
"some property owners 
may face new limitations 
on how those lands can be 

Farmers used to be able 
to remove portions of 
woodlots and plant agri¬ 
cultural crops as long as 
they planted within three 
years. That option has 
been removed for some 
property owners. 

It is not yet clear on the 
Town’s website if that 
option has been removed 
for all property owners. 

There are "develop¬ 
ment” setbacks from the 
wetlands as well as the 
requirement for an 


Environmental Evaluation 
Study if "development” is 
proposed within 120 

This meeting gives 
property owners the 
opportunity to ask the 
important questions and 
get the proper answers 
from all the parties 
involved. 

I want to thank the 
Town Council and staff for 
agreeing to hold this meet¬ 
ing to inform property 
owners of the important 
changes that are taking 

I also want to thank the 
Niagara Advance for 
bringing this issue to light.

I've always been an 
advocate for the theory 
that in order to live well, I 
need to face the reality of 
my human limitation, 
which is to acknowledge 
that one day I will die. 

I have also advocated 
that dealing with the 
question of death is not a 


morbid issue, but rather 
liberating, and allows me 
to live well. 

In Niagara-on-the- 
Lake our average age is 
above the regional aver¬ 
age. More and more, we 
are recognizing life well 
lived deserves a good 
death. 

Most of us shy away 
from the vision of a slow 
agonizing death, hooked 
up to all Idnds of machines 
for life-support. We would 
prefer a life well-lived, 
and celebrated with a 
peaceful death, although 
we applaud various sup¬ 
port services of palliative 
care available to us if and 
when we need them. 

A while back I attended 
a presentation by Dr. 
Sandra Hartman who 
pointed out some of the 
confusion between pow¬ 


ers of attorney and a liv¬ 
ing will. 

A power of attorney is a 
legal document, whereas 
a living will is not, she 
explained. 

The reason you may 
want to consider a living 
will is primarily to make 
your wishes known as to 
how you would want to be 
treated should you be in a 
medical crisis and not 
able to communicate 
those wishes. 

A living will is a means 
of giving direction for 
family caregivers or medi¬ 
cal personnel as to how 
you would like to be treat¬ 
ed. However, because it is 
not a legal document, 
your wishes cannot be 
enforced if your family or 
caregivers choose not to 
honour your wishes. 

Power of attorney is an 


important document that 
empowers other people to 
make decisions for you. 

So I believe it's impor¬ 
tant to be proactive in 
communicating with peo¬ 
ple who might be called 
upon to make decisions 
for you, should a situation 

There are various types 
of power of attorney that 
deal with care and finan¬ 
cial considerations. It’s 
best to talk to a lawyer to 

It is also a good idea to 
get legal counsel with 
regards to a living will, 
which amounts to instruc¬ 
tions saying "Here is what 
I would like to have hap¬ 
pen for my care should I 
not be able to communi¬ 
cate my wishes.’’ 

Dr. Hartman has been 
much appreciated for her 


practice in Palliative Care 
throughout the Niagara 
Region. Even in retire¬ 
ment, she continues to 
advocate for active holis¬ 
tic care and early plan¬ 
ning for people to strive 
for quality of life. 

Through experience 
she has seen families pro¬ 
vide wholesome, compas¬ 
sionate care for a loved 
one at home. She recog¬ 
nizes such commitments 
are an act of kindness 
requiring an enormous 
amount of work and sup- 

It's through this experi¬ 
ence that Dr. Hartman 
recognizes the value of a 
living will as a means of 
direction for family mem¬ 
bers and caregivers, 
because everyone wants 
to celebrate life with a 
good ending.

Disabilities pose 
challenge to 
child and family

Joanne McDonald, a 
mother of four adult boys, 
will be at this month's 
InfoHealth session to speak 
from experience about the 
impact of children with dis¬ 
abilities on their families. 

McDonald's youngest 
son, who is 23, suffers from 
autism. She will share some 
of the challenges and stress¬ 
es the family has faced at 


every stage since his diagno¬ 
sis, through his childhood 
and that continue today as 
he has aged out of the school 
system. 

She feels fortunate, she 
says, that local agencies pro¬ 
vide day programs that con¬ 
tinue to enhance his life, but 
on other days she must find 
activities for him that allow 
him to continue to have a 
structured, meaningful life. 

While there are huge 
challenges living with a child 
with special needs, there are 
also huge rewards, she says. 

Disabilities that cause 
stress to families can vary 
widely, says InfoHealth 
organizer Dr. Bill Brown, 
from the behavioural, social 


and sometimes cognitive 
challenges posed by autism 
to developmental disorders 
associated with congenital 
or acquired brain injuries, to 
a wide range of inherited 
disorders affecting muscle 
and the nervous system, 
cancers in children, and psy¬ 
chological and psychiatric 
disorders. 

“Each poses their own 
unique challenge to the 
child and family,” says 
Brown, professor of neurol¬ 
ogy at McMaster University. 

“Some chiefly affect the 
child’s mobility; others delay 
and limit the acquisition of 
language and cognitive and 
social skills necessary for the 
child to navigate their world 


childhood disorders can be 
impressive, including many 
forms of epilepsy in child¬ 
hood or some childhood 
cancer. But for many, says 
Brown, including children 
afflicted with inheritable 
diseases affecting muscles 
or brain development, suc¬ 
cessful treatment remains 
out of the current reach of 
science and medicine. 

“The challenges posed by 
many physical and behav¬ 
ioural disabilities are con¬ 
siderable and include the 
chronic physical and emo¬ 
tional wear and tear on par¬ 
ents and their relationship 


with one another and other 
children in the family, of 
looking after their child at 

The frustration can 
extend to finding the most 
appropriate and accessible 
medical and social resources 
to help and the financial 
where-with-all to pay for 
some of the treatments, such 
as cognitive therapy of autis¬ 
tic children. 

“Oftenparents and grand¬ 
parents find themselves 
fighting with governments 
and health care agencies for 
funding.” 

The speakers for this ses¬ 
sion, along with McDonald, 
are Dr. Kerry Boyd and med¬ 
ical students Caitlin Jago 


and Ginette Moores from 
McMaster's Michael 
DeGroote School of 
Medicine, Niagara Division.

Last summer, for exam¬ 
ple, a Garrison Village hom¬ 
eowner used two gallons of 
Aura exterior paint (a total 
of $150) to paint his vinyl 
siding. (You could also use 
BM”s Ben exterior paint 
that retails for $53 a gallon. 

Paint protects the siding, 
lengthening its life, and 
makes it look like new. 

Until recently, vinyl sid¬ 
ing could only be painted 
with similar colours; if it was 
white, it had to remain white, 
or a very light colour. 

The reason you couldn't 
change the colour was 
because vinyl siding can warp 
if its surface temperature 
gets hot enough. 

Dark colours absorb the 
heat of the sun, so if the sid¬ 
ing was repainted darker 
than its original factory 
colour or with a colour con¬ 
taining light-absorbing pig¬ 
ments, the vinyl would 
expand.

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Remedies that lower cholesterol don't have to include medications 


Is a natural remedy as 
effective as cholesterol-low¬ 
ering drugs (CLDs)? Is it pos¬ 
sible to lower cholesterol by 
just dietary changes? 

These and other questions 
routinely arrive in my e-mail. 
What everyone should be 
asking is, “What is the safest 
way to lower blood choles¬ 
terol?” 

First, the good news, but 
only if you’re a moderate 
drinker. An alcoholic pre¬ 
dinner drink increases good 
cholesterol. It also lubricates 
the blood so there’s a 
decreased chance of a blood 
clot Moreover, the relaxing 
effect of a small amount of 
alcohol does no harm. 

There is also good news 
for the almond industry. Dr. 
David Jenkins, Director of 
Clinical Nutrition at St. 



Dr.Gifford Jones 

The Doctor Game 


Michael’s Hospital in Toronto, 
placed 27 men and women 
with high cholesterol levels 
on two handfuls of almonds 
(75 grams every day) for the 
first month. The next month 
they received half the 
amount. 

Jenkins reported the full 
dose of almonds reduced bad 


blood cholesterol by 9.4 per¬ 
cent and half the dose by 4.4 
percent. These daily snacks of 
almonds also resulted in 
improvements in total blood 
cholesterol and good choles¬ 
terol. Jenkins concluded that 
two handfuls of almonds 
could reduce the risk of car¬ 
diovascular illness by 20 per¬ 
cent and one handfttl by 18 

Jenkins also concluded 
that a change in dietary hab¬ 
its played a role. For instance, 
the risk of cardiovascular dis¬ 
ease was decreased 25 per¬ 
cent when the diet contained 
cholesterol-lowering foods 
such as oat bran, barley, psyl¬ 
lium and soy products. Other 
studies show that omega3 
fatty adds in fish can help to 
decrease bad cholesterol and 
increase good cholesterol. 


Vitamin C also decreases 
blood cholesterol. The best 
routine is to take up to 5,000 
milligrams of ascorbic acid 
powder (vitamin C) with 
breakfast and dinner. This 
converts cholesterol into bile 
acids that are then excreted 
in the bile to intestines. Since 
vitamin C is a natural laxative 
it often causes a bowel move¬ 
ment in the morning that 
removes bile acids before 
they can be absorbed and 
converted back to cholester¬ 
ol. If this high concentration 
of vitamin C results in diar¬ 
rhea, the amount should be 
decreased. 

For several years many of 
my patients have been taking 
Sytrinol, a safe, natural, and 
inexpensive remedy. Sytrinol 
consists of dtrus and palm 
fruit extract that contains 


polymethoxylated flavones 
(PMFs) and tocotrienols. 

Sytrinol works on choles¬ 
terol in a number of different 
ways. For instance, it blocks 
enzymes in the liver respon¬ 
sible for the manufacture of 
cholesterol and triglycerides. 
It also decreases the absorp¬ 
tion of dietary cholesterol. 

The polymethoxylated fla¬ 
vones and tocotrienols in 
Sytrinol also decrease the oxi¬ 
dation of bad cholesterol. 
This reduces the risk of 
plaque formation in arteries 
and narrowing of coronary 
arteries. Moreover, by 
decreasing arterial inflam¬ 
mation and lubricating plate¬ 
lets assodated with dotting, 
there’s less chance of heart 
attack. 

Several studies show that 
Sytrinol decreases total blood 


cholesterol by 30 percent, bad 
cholesterol 27 percent, trig¬ 
lycerides 34 percent, and 
increases good cholesterol 4 

The alternative is to take 
cholesterol-lowering drugs. 
But I’m sure Moliere would 
say, "Why chance the risk of 
muscle degeneration, tran¬ 
sient global amnesia, liver 
and kidney problems, an 
increased risk of malignancy 
and possible heart failure if 
those on CLDs are not taking 
Coenzyme Q10 as well. It 
makes more sense to first try 
this simple, natural remedy. 

In my practice it was rare 
that Sytrinol did not work. 
But I do not suggest that any¬ 
one should toss away CLDs. 
This is a decision that can 
only be made by your own
